ALLOWANCE 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
3/20/2009 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,2, 4-17, 19 and 20 allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 is allowable over the art of record because the prior art does not teach or 
render obvious the entire combination including specifically a proximity detector 
comprising at least one detection antenna comprising a plurality of capacitive proximity 
sensors, electronic means comprising a floating capacitive bridge or with floating 
excitation, to measure sequentially capacitances, and wherein the sensors have a 
range greater than 1 00 mm with a resolution of the order of a millimeter. 

Claims 2, 4, 7-1 7 and 20 are allowable as they depend from claim 1 . 

Claim 5 is allowable over the art of record because the prior art does not teach or 
suggest a detection antenna comprises a test track which in normal operation, is at the 
potential of a shield and in test mode, is earthed.

Claim 6 is allowable as it depends from claim 5. 

Claim 19 is allowable over the art of record because the prior art does not teach 
or render obvious the entire combination including an x-ray antenna comprising a 
copper layer being removed over an area which corresponds to the passage of the X- 
ray beam and in which the linking tracks and the capacitive electrodes are produced 
from the chromium layer.
